Instead, 
requires that the Legislature must be advised of th e initial 
standards and any changes for all grade levels, alo ng with an 
explanation and rationale for those standards.   
 
Requires that if the State Board of Education chang es any 
performance standards, the SPI must recalculate the  results from the 
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previous 10 years of administering that assessment and post a 
comparison of the original and recalculated results  on its website.
